DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . As indicated in the BPAI decision issued December 12, 2007, the pending claims are 
allowable as the references on the record fails to teach or fairly suggest the particular limitations 
of the siloxane elastomer particles employed in the claimed invention.
